nomination unanimous was put to a 
vivavoca vote, the roar of their noes, 
with those from some other states, 
reverberated through the hall. It was 
the same at Cleveland four years ago 
when Calvin Coolidge was named. 


As the hour for balloting approach- 


ed, seven delegates were aboard the 
Hoover band wagon, and two more 
scrambled aboard when they were re- 
leased from suppjort of former gov- 
ernor Frank O. Lowden. Illinois, by 
his withdrawal.

King Bay, Spitzbergen —CXP)— Na- 


ture seems to have prcscntined this 
one lonely corner of the Spitzbergen 
archipelago as the main jumping-oft* 
point for polar exploration. 


It may aome day become the great 


Arctic center of trans-polar flying In 
all directions. 


For Capt. George H. Wilkine, who 


flew here by airplane 
from Point 


Barrqw, Alaska and Gen. Umberto No- 
bile, who is to arrive here on his polar 
flight by dirigible,in-;May, the \loca- 
tion of Kings Bay -was ,arid Is of 
supreme importance. Popularly known 
as "the half way house to the Pole," 
it is only, 600 nautical miles distant 
from "the %>p of the world."

"I am suspicious of any new device 


that seta out to coddle students." Dr. 
Frank said. "The real problem in 
the modern university is to substitute 
self-education for spoon feeding, 
to 


keep machinery at a minimum and 
'. personality at a maximum." 


He pointed out that the university 


freshman is in a new and 
strange 


world. "Without a saving minimum 
of intelligent introduction to this new 
.work, he is apt to lose precious time 
beating about in the underbrush of 
all sorts of irrelevant things, straying 
up social and even educational paths 
that may lead nowhere and certainly 
suffering some terror and loneliness 
before he gets his bearings." 


The innovation is expected to do 


three things, according to Dr. Frank. 
Every freshman will haie the advant- 
age of an unhurried conference with 
a faculty member; an attempt will be 
made to bring to the freshman a real- 
ization of what study in a university 
means; he will be given an insight 
into' the study facilities of the library. 


This program' avoids considering 


freshmen either as children in need of 
a governess or as raw recruits who 
need to be scared into submission. 


Frank O. Holt, university registrar, 


is executive director of the orientation 
week program. 
V. A. C. Henmon is 


educational guidance directors and A. 
H. Edgerton vocational guidance di- 
rector.

Senator Borah had his way in the ex- 


pression* of the Republican party on pro- 
hibition. The plank he prepared has been 
incorporated in the platform adopted in 
Kansas City. After reaffirming the con- 
stitutional doctrine announced by George 
Washington in his farewell address, that 
"the constitution which at any time ex- 
ists until changed by the explicit and au- 


.. thentic act by the whole people is sacred- 
-: ly obligatory upon all," and the 
same 


i: principle enunciated by Abraham Lincoln, 


the plank reads: "The people through 


• -the method provided by the constitution 


» 
have written the eighteenth amendment 


j.. into the.constitution. The Republican 


• Par*y pledges itself and its nominees to 
i 
the observance and vigorous enforcement 


: of this provision of the constitution." 


As against the policy set up in this-dcc- 


\ laration, there is but one challenge. It is

repeal of the eighteenth amendment. 


; Nicholas Murray Butler recognized this

fact when he demanded of the resolutions

committee and the contention the adop- 
tion of a plank favoring repeal. In order, 


J therefore, to join issue with the Rcpub-

lican party it will be necessary for the 


j Democratic convention to formally de- 
£ clare for repeal of the eighteenth amcnd- 
', • ment, and for its nominee, presumably 
{ Mr. Smith, to approve this declaration. 
j 
There is no middle ground between 


the two positions. \Yhcthcr the Repub- 
lican party is for preservation of the 


; eighteenth amendment it does not say. 
• 
By inference it is fairly chargeable with 


; approval of the amendment and opposi- 


tion to repeal. 
Modification of the 


• Volstead act is no answer to cither po- 
|. sition. It is not pertinent in any discus- 


'r «ioo of the prohibition question. It is prc- 


dicated on the theory of nullification, a 
doctrine already upheld by those 
who 


place personal liberty above the constitu- 
tion and whose desire for intoxicating 
beverages is greater than their respect 
for law and the constitution. Such an atti- 
tude, such policies as modification 
and 


nullification, cannot have the support of 
any right thinking citizen. It is, therefore, 
incumbent upon the Democratic party to 
go all'the way and demand repeal' of *he 
eighteenth amendment. A plank simply 
'proposing modification of the -Volstead 
act would be insincere, compromising and 
absurd. It might just as well pronounce 
for nullification. 


The prospect then is" that the two par- 


ties will join issue openly and squarely on 
the prohibition question. Whether the 
country will elect a president on this issue^ 
remains to be seen. We hesitate-to believe 
that it will. 


ANOTHER FAILURE OF JUSTICE 
Robert W. Stewart, chairman of the 


Standard 
Oil company of 
Indiana, 


charged with contempt of the senate for 
refusal to tell what he knew of the divi- 
sion of $3,000,000 of spoils which accrued 
to the Continental Trading company, has 
been acquitted by a jury. This after the 
presiding judge had stricken from 
the 


record all that the defense had built up 
attacking the pertinency of the questions 
which Stewart had refused to answer, to- 
gether with other evidence in his behalf. 
And after John D. Rockefeller, Jr., con- 
vinced of his moral'obliquity, had request- 
ed him to resign as chairman of the board. 
Thus we have the latest and perhaps the 
last phase of the gross 
miscarriage of 


justice in the oil scandals. 


All of the principals and mos.t of their 


accessories have been freed, 
and 
the 


strange thing about it is that they were 
acquitted by men and women from the 
lower walks of life'—from the very class 
commonly held up as being exploited and 
oppressed by corporate wealth. The most 
glaring crimes, bribery, conspiracy and 
fraud have been committed, the United 
States senate has been defied, juries tam- 
pered with and justice intimidated, yet no 
one is punished. The guilt of-all the par- 
ties had been established 
before their 


criminal trials commenced. It was attest- 
ed by no less an a'uthority than the su- 
preme court of the United States. More- 
over, the evidence was as plain and con- 
vincing as the nose on one's face. 


This monumental miscarriage of^ justice 


" is a contradictory social phenomenon too 
deep for tfe'%6r^nary-{a.yma»r-"to<:OnipreT 
hend. Perhaps.our "psychologists or alien- 
ists or other experts" can explain it. ' We 
.should think it would dishearten tbe re- 
formers who -go about the- country- 
preaching the doctrine of class hatred anJ 
robbery of the poor by the rich. The same 
people whom- these' orators .and alleged 
progressives declare they are. serving are 
responsible for the."complete failure of the 
government;to convict in the oil scandals. 
Judges and lawyers for the prosecution 
have done everything in their power to 
obtain ^unishment^They have refused to 
be misled or tricked by sharp lawyers. 
Their handling of the cases has been 
eminently capable and sincere. Juries 
alone are responsible for letting the guil- 
ty go scot free, and these juries were 
made up in every instance from the "com- 
mon people." Those-who are trying to 
make a political issue out of the oil scan- 
dals might include in their harangues a 
discussion of the above fact.

that Is Incontrovertible. Please give the argu- 
ments both from a moral and hygienic stand- 
point." 
In the first place I know of no authority that if 


In the • next place, some people 
resent any suggestion of moral preaching, advi c or 
argument in this column. And fina:-y, I have no 
made the statement you ascribe to me, though I am 
willing to accept your version of it as correct. '. 
would not depend on any boy who smokes anything 
It 
doesn't matter whether he smokes cigarettes 


cigars or pipe. But I do not believe a boy is we* 
willed, and hence undependablc because he smokes; 
Ibelieve he smokes because he is weak willed. 


In other words. I think a regular boy who plays 


a fair game with life and Is square with himself 
will just worry along without the aid to tobacco 
The other sort just can't, especially if the smart set 
as he measures them, smoke. He IB afraid to decline 
to do as they do. He is yellow, cowardly, wishy- 
washy, afraid not to imitate the "sports." 


Employers have long recognized that smoking 


makes a man or a woman less reliable, less efficient 
and they have conceived a special antipathy tow arc 
Cigarette smoking, simply, I suppose, because the 
majority of wastrels and unfaithful employees prefer 
cigarettes. 


Puny, soft youths, soft in body and soft in char- 


acter or will or personality, like girls, readily cul- 
:lvate the cigarette habit when they might manage 
:o do without tobacco if they could get nothing but 
cigars or pipes. This is another reason for the well 
grounded prejudice against cigarette smoking. 


Any youth woh has ever had any athletic am- 


)ltion knows that success in athletics is incompat- 
ble with smoking. He ^tnows tobacco "hurts .is 
wind." That is not because it affects the lungs buit 
rather because it poisons the nerve control of the 
heart. 


I doubt whether anything a teacher or other well 


wisher can quote or show boys of this age will make 
much difference in the code of conduct the boys will 
elect to follow. I believe the only thing that will 
make

difference Is a pledge a boy gives his 


mother, and again I urge every mother, to exact 
iuch a pledge from her sons as soon as they are 
ild enough to feel tespect for their mother.

ssary for girls In many instances, for society has 
gone bad on this and a girl in her 'teens is up

But whatever he might have 
grown into had he lived out his nor- 
mal span of life, he, will never figure 
prominently now *in the fcistory ^of 
his country's literature.

But in his home community he has 


a statue and fame and a somewhat 
exaggerated respect. Which, as the 
above mentioned critic said, is as it 
should be.

day to the memory of Captain Hen- 
drlck Aupamut, an Indian and a Revo- 
lutionary soldier who lies burled In the 
Indkn cemetery at Kaukauna. Dr. 
H. B. Tanner, Eastland, Texas, a resi- 
dent of Kaukauna for thirty-five years 
who has written a number of letters 
to local newspapers on the subject of 
a memorial for the Indian soldier, and 
who was asked by Mrs. L. R. Challon- 
er to deliver an address on the occa- 
sion, wrote an interesting history of 
the soldier, which was read by Mrs. 
George Wood at the ceremony, since 
he was unable to be present. 


Captain Aupamut, who was born in 


1757 at Stockbridge. Mass., came from 
a long line of royal chiefs and sa- 
chems noted for their sagacity, Dr. 
Tanner said. He received a Christian 
education in the Stockbridge school, 
and when the war came enlisted with 
the trops which took part 
in the 


siege of Boston, finally evacuated by 
the British in 1776. 


According to reference and research 


•work which Dr. Tanner has done, the 
Indian captain was a super-man. Hun- 
dreds of references can be found 
to 


him in various historical documents in 
libraries, and he is mentioned in docu- 
ments written by General 
George 


Washington. 


In a battle in 1778, in which Ameri- 


can forces under the command of Gen- 
eral "Washington engaged -the British 
army at Three Plains, Aupamut was 
promoted after thirty other Stock- 
bridge Indians and their lieutenant 
had lost their lives. It was at this 
time, references seem to indicate, that 
Aupamut received a sword at the 
bands of General "Washington. 
It is 


also recorded that Aupamut was with 
the army at the time the British Gen- 
eral Burgoyne surrendered at Sara- 
toga. 


On his return from the war, 
he 


founded a colony for his tribe in Madi- 
son-co. New York, and there for about 
nine years administered laws and be- 
came historian for his people. He was 
ambassador to hostile Indians, under 
General Knox, and assisted other In- 
.dian tribes in their negotiations with 
each other as well as with the United 
States government. When Tecumsah 
and his brother, the Prophet, were in

Continuing the subject of Slam Bid 


at Contract, unsound example 


of which were discussed in this serie 
of articles on Friday and Saturday o 
last week: we will now turn to a cer 
tain type of slam bidding which no 
only is not objectionable, but which 
may prove very beneficial at times. 


One kind of defensible slam biddm 


occurs when the bidding side has a 
score; And this fact furnishes addition 
al evidence that the value of a partia 
score in Contract is far greater than 
its value in Auction Bridge. 


In Contract when a side has a score 


of (say) 60, the initial bidder would 
not bid three except for some specia 
reason 
Two of any suit or No Trump 


would be a game-going bid and anj 
higher bid not only would be unneces 
sary but would reduce the number 
of possible overtricks. Consequent^ 
an initial three-bid under those cir 
cumstances is conventionally under 
stood to mean that the bidder's hand 
shows slam possibilities and it is un 
dersfood that any subsequent bid by 
either partner is a "slam bid." When 
the partner of the bidder who has bid 
for more than game has a weak hand, 
he will pass; but if he thinks that his 
hand may be strong enough to pro- 
duce a slam with the great aid an 
nounced from across the table, he 
will make a bid for some kind. With 
an Ace in his hand, he will overcall 
in the suit of the Ace, no matter how 
short that suit may be: holding a 
blank suit he will overcall in that suit

Arsenate ' of lead or nicotine dust 


have been suggested as a poison fo 
a. small beetle which Is causing trou 
ble- in. Winnebago-co. Apple trees, 
berry bushes and many other plants 
•eem to be* the favorite place for this 
bug. Ordinary arsenate of lead spray 
will not kill the beetle, it Is said, and 
the* suggestoin is to use three pounds 
of the chemical to 60 gallons of water. 
.The bags devour the leaves on trees 
or bushes they attack. 


Cut 'worms have been damaging 


garden and farm- crops in Brown-co. 
This worm «?m be controlled by the 
use of poison bait made up of three 
pounds of bran, two ounces of arsen- 
ate of lead or Paris green mixed with 
a small quantity of water in which an 
ounce of salt and two ounces of syrup 
have been dissolved. More water can 
be added to make the crumble mash 
as thick as desired. The bait should 
be scattered 
around 
plants In the 
evening. 
Tar paper and tin 
cans 


placed around plants also will protect 
them.
